Its activities begin with at- 
tempted prosclyting of Ger- 
mans nbroad, go on to the, 

. murder and kidnapping of real 


or ‘fancied enemies, and end: 


in armed insurrection against 
the foreign country Hitler 


wishes to conquer or absorb. - 


Such insurrections of Ger- 
mans actually occurred in 
Czechoslovakia, Austria, and 
Holland.

The Weimar Republic did not 
alter this strange conception 
and Nazi Germany has made 
it the centre of its “Trojan 
Horse” tactics of placing Ger- 
mans within the enemy walls. 

It is safe to say that a very 
fair proportion of the non- 
refugee Germans who have 
become American since Hitler 
came to power did ao with the 
secret intention of tirhing 
free and democratic America 
into “their’—that is, Hitler’s 
America. 

Children of Germana natur- 
alized half a century ago are 
still counted German by Ber- 
lin and evory effort is made 
to convince them of the fact.
